istrict, now in its fourth 
vear, ia designed to meet the 
individual needy of children 
with speech problems. 

A speech m may be 
defined as any disorder that 
interferes with the communi- 
cative ability of a child. Ap- 
proximately 70 pupils, or 7%, 
of the distriet pupils partici- 
pate in our present program 
which is conducted by Miss 
Jeanne Kramine, Speech Ther- 
apist, 

At the beginning of the 
school year, the children are 
screened in order to find those 
with the most severe speech 
problems. Since it is impos- 
sible for the therapist to see 
each child individually who is 
enrolled in our elementary 
achool#, she depends on class- 
room teachers to send her 
the children whom they feel 
might need special help. 

In addition, all second grade 
classes and special classes 
are tested annually to deter- 
mine Which children will need 
speech correction, 

In the speech therapy class- 
es held in the Central School 
District, Miss Kramme works 
with children having articula- 
tion or volee disorders, with 
those who stutter, have de- 
layed speech, cleft - palate 
apecch, or a foreign dialect. 

She also works with child- 
ren who have cerebral pal- 
sy or hearing problems. In 
conjunction with her classes, 
Miss Kramme also 
with the school psychologist, 
the school nurse, and the class 
school nurse, and the class- 
room teacher in order to ob- 
tain a better understanding 
of each child, for many times 
emotional factors are closely 
linked with other speech han- 
dicaps.
